is standard behavior. (The wise parent quietly 
removes Kathie’s plate of food when she starts 
playing with it, and amiably distracts Dicky’s 
attention so that he comes willingly 

Children, of course, do not all develop socially 
at the same rate (any more than they do phys- 
ically), or go through the same stages at the same 
ages. But knowing what is “‘par for the course”’ 

your pediatrician, family doctor, or any of sev- 
eral standard books on child development can 
advise you-—will help you evaluate your child’s 
behavior 

Sometimes a first child is punished unneces- 
sarily because his parents expect behavior that is 
beyond his years. And behavior problems have 
worsened and lasted longer because an “issue” 
was made over a minor matter Learning takes 
place faster when a child is relaxed and happy 
and in a contest of will between parent and child 
there is never a winne! 

Your relationship with your child is the most 
important single factor in determining not only 
how he behaves now—but also what kind of per- 
son he will be when he grows up. Because you 
are your child’s “‘model,”” how you respond dur- 
ing times of stress, illness, or adversity will deter- 
mine in large degree how your child will act 
under similar circumstances

the lake or stream you plan to fish? We had two good reasons 
when our family recently made a 3,000-mile round trip to 
Yellowstone and the Grand Tetons 

First, we needed a trailer anyway to haul all of the camp 
ing gear, fishing equipment, and personal baggage that a 
family of five thinks necessary for an outdoor vacation. Sec 
ond, we wanted to be sure that we had a good dependable 
boat and motor when we found a spot for boating——either in 
the vacation area or along the way 

In addition to the convenience of having plenty of space 
for our baggage and the satisfaction of having a boat and 
motor whenever we wanted it, we found it was actually 
cheaper to tow oul 14 foot boat I he cost ol renting a boat 
and motor at Yellowstone Lake, for example, was about $12 
a day. We used our outfit for five days in Yellowstone and 
the Tetons. Our additional gas consumption trailering the 
boat certainly didn’t amount to $60. We kept records and 
averaged about 17 miles per gallon 

While in Yellowstone, we met two other families who had 
trailered their boats 16- and 18-foot craft from the Mid 
west. They were glad to have boats and motors they were 
familiar with on the large, unpredictable mountain lakes 

What about the inconvenience of towing a trailer’ The 
fact that we averaged 500 miles a day on our return trip is 
proof that the boat didn’t present much of a problem. The 
maximum safe speed when trailering a boat depends upon 
driving conditions and the size of the boat. The larger the 
boat, the slower the speed We trailered our 14-foot boat at 
varying speeds—-from to 60 miles per hour across Wyo 
ming and Nebraska and from 40 to 50 mph in more settled 
areas. In cities, we just obeyed traflic laws and had no 
difficulties 

[he most important precaution the driver must take is to 
allow a bigger margin for accelerating and stopping. And he 
must remember not to cut in too qui kly when passing

How to speed up 


Hrowth of shade trees 


an extra year’s growing time. It takes about that long to dig 
the planting pocket a little larger than you have to, and to 
mix in 50 cents’ worth of peatmoss or some compost. If you’re 
in a hurry for shade, 20 minutes is well spent. 

Once the tree is on its way, you can do three things to 
speed up its growth. First, see that it gets a deep soaking at 
least twice a month during the first three or four summers. 
Turn the hose on slow and ieave it. Water in the top foot 
of soil doesn’t count—it’s the moisture in the second foot 
that stimulates the most growth. 

Second, feed every year. Use a regular plant food de- 
signed for grass, such as 6-10-4 or 5-10-5.

Help for azalea petal blight 


A new weapon against azalea petal blight is calcium 
cyanamid, the weed killer that breaks down into a 
nitrogen plant food, 

Azalea petal blight is one of the most spectacular of 
all plant diseases. Overnight, all azalea blossoms for a 
square mile or more will suddenly turn brown. Only 
the flowers are affected. Standard controls for azalea 
petal blight are sprays of Dithane D-14, parzate, and 
Dithane Z-78 

Calcium cyanamid reduces the Amount and severity 
of infection by killing the spores under the plants be- 
fore they are spread by wind. A pound of the chemical 
treats 100 square feet of soil. Applications should be 
made 30 to 40 days before azaleas are scheduled to 
bloom—-no sooner and no later. 

Azaleas proved tolerant of the treatment. Doses two 
to four times the amount recommended did not hurt 
the plants. 


Use 2,4-D carefully in sun 


If you spray weeds with 2,4-D this spring, be particu- 
larly careful near ornamentals 

lhe drift 
damage valuable plants. Shrubs and flowers growing 


sprays often more than realized, and 
in the sun are particularly susceptible because they ab- 
sorb more of the 2,4-D than those in the shade. Weeds, 
too, react the same way, and are easier to kill when 
they grow in full sun. 

Yet there is a paradox here. Scientists at Oxford 
University, using radioactive 2,4-D, have discovered 
that seedlings grown in shade absorb less 2,4-D but 
are more sensitive to what they do absorb. Prac tically, 
this still means plants are more sensitive to 2.4-D 


damage if they are in full sun. 


Dahlias sensitive to heat 


Dahlia flowers are sometimes affected by a mysterious 
blight that causes production of small, deformed 
flowers which seem to be diseased 

[his condition is caused by heat sensitivity rather 
than disease. The original dahlias came from the cool- 
er sections of Mexico at rather high altitudes. Their 
flowers just won't take extremely high temperatures. 
When dahlias are planted close to a south wall, the 
flowers are often deformed. If the wall is white, the 
condition seems to be worse. Sunshine, « ombined with 
the heat reflected and radiated from the wall, is re- 
sponsible for the deformity 

A similar condition affects Shasta daisies and other 
cool-weather members of the composite family. The 
solution is to avoid south and west exposures in those 
areas where summer temperatures are normally high.

Next, into the soil go seeds and 
plants, all according to depth and 
distance apart as shown in their 
garden plan 


| lanting continues over a period 


of several sessions, for the children 
have learned to put their cool- 
weather crops in first and their 
warin-weather crops last. In addi- 
tion, they have learned that beans 
and radishes are succession crops; 
thatis, they will be harvested early, 
making room for later plantings 
and a full garden all summer long 

Perhaps because the Junior Gar- 
deners haven't quite outgrown the 
mud-pie stage, they especially en- 
joy setting in their plants. For to- 
mato, broccoli, eggplant, and pep- 
per, they dig holes of proper depth, 
pour in water until the hole is half- 
full, form a mud ball about the 
roots of the plant, and then pack 
the wet soil around the stalk 

\fter planting ume, the children 
do no watering of their gardens 
During a typical summer in south- 
ern Indiana, the rainfall is suffi- 
cient to ensure ade quate harvest 

Harvest time, which begins quite 
early because of careful planning 
and the use of well-fertilized soil, is 
most gratifying to the children 
Everything they reap is weighed 
and recorded at the we ighing S$ta- 
tion before being brought home 
Although the awards at the end of 
the season are made chietly for co- 
operative endeavor rather than 
quantity of garden output, the rec- 
ord book provides the leaders with 
evidence of industry and interest 

If any competition exists in the 
weighing-in, it is not so much com- 
petition with fellow-gardeners dur- 
ing any one vear as it is with the 
group output of previous years In 
this kind of competition, everyone 
can engage wholesomely 

For 1956, a harvest was réaped 
that surpassed any during the 9 


years of workshop history: 700 
bunches of radishes, 450 pounds of 
string beans, and nearly a ton of 
tomatoes! Not to mention a fine 
crop of onions, eggplant, peppers, 
cabbage, corn, and lettuce. All 
from 96 tiny gardens! 

Perhaps the happiest harvest is 
the smiles when the children dash 
radiantly into their homes, crop 
baskets in arm.

During the past 9 years, the 
Junior Garden Workshop has pro- 
vided Dr. Shalucha and her col- 
leagues with an opportunity to try 
out and continually improve an 
activity which could be emulated 
in communities throughout the na- 
tion. In addition, it has added 
breadth and richness to the lives 
of hundreds of small children. 

It has fostered a sense of leader- 
ship in both our boys and helped 
develop their understanding of co- 
operation at home and elsewhere 
It has awakened them to the phe- 
nomena olf nature 

But, granting all these values, 
parents in other communities may 
reply, ‘How could we put a similar 
program into effect? We have no 
State university to supply the land 
as Bloomington does. We have no 
city recreation department to pro- 
vide leaders and a community 
building for the indoor program 
We have no garden club to build 
us a greenhouse and to supply trees 
and shrubs. We have no money for 
dozens of hoes, rakes, and shovels, 
nor for a building in which to store 
them. What’s more, even if we had 
all these facilities, we couldn’t find 
anyone to organize a program 
anyone, that is, who has a great 
deal of know-how about both gar- 
dening and children.”

But then a courageous 
judge, backed by Detroit's alert 
Iraffic Safety Association, began 
sending the drunk drivers to jail 
Since then, drunk-driver fatalities 
have dropped 92 percent 

In Detroit, police motorcycles fly 
black flags the day after a traffic fa- 
tality occurs—one way of remind- 
ing the public of the lifesaving cam- 
paign sparked by the Traffic Safety 
Association. The latter is a citizens’ 
group with a paid staff of experts, 
supported by Detroit industries.

Feed them with a complete 
plant food, scattered evenly 
in band around base of plant.

Nourish two or three times 
each season with a standard 
plant food, one application of 
ureaform should carry roses 
through summer.
